Inheritance Tax Total Repeal! 

The oneroius and unpopular inheritance tax is on its 
way down and may be entirely repealecf. On July 19 tlio 
governor made a media event of signing a bill by As¬ 
semblyman Wadie Deddoh to cut the tax roughly one- 
third. Tile major feature of the Deddoh bill is to entirely 
exempt from inheritance and gift taxes transfers to 
.Currently spouses pay tax on one-half of community 
property and decedent’s separate property in excess of 
$60,000. 

Three days later, Assemblyman Don Rogers launched 
an initiative drive to completely repeal the inheritance 
and gift taxes. The Chamber board has already approved 
full support for Rogers’ effort and membership enthusiasm 
is high. The Chamber will launch, its assistance to the 
Rogers’ campaign as soon as the secretary of state reports 
that another inheritance tax repeal effort by San Fran¬ 
cisco attorney David Miller has failed to qualify. 

Other features of the Deddeh bill, which takes effect 
for deaths and gifts after December 31, 1980, are: 

— Exemptions for beneficiaries other than spouses 
are increased. The minor child exemption is raised from 
$12,000 to $40,000; adult children and grandchildren from 
$5,000 to $20,000; brothers, sisters or other descendants 
from $2,000 to $10,000; friends from $300 to $3,000. 

— Farms and closely held businesses may be valued 
on the basis of current use of property (income approach) 
rather than the higher fair market value, conforming with 
federal law. 

— Closely held farms and besinesses may qualify for 
deferral of tax payment up to 15 years, with ,no pay¬ 
ment due for five years. 

— Repeal of the current prohibition on distributing 
estates before tax allows a speed-up of the distribution 
and minimizes taxpayers’ involvement with the court. 

Passage of the Deedeh bill reduces California s gift 
and death tax ranking in the states from first to twelfth, 
place and brings the inheritance tax load to 131 per cent 
of the national average. 

Arson Campaign 

At a Los Angeles press conference on August 4. the 
California Chamber launched a statewide public service 
television a.nd radio program geared to reduce arson. John 
Hay, executive vice president of the California Chamber 
and James Jacobson, president. Western Oprations, The 
Prudential Insurance Company of America were joined 
by Philip Favro, state fire marshal, Attorney General 
George Deukmejian, Los Angeles District Attorney John 
Van db Kamp, Captain Pat McGuinness, Los Angeles Fire 
Department, and Ventura County District Attorney Mike 
Bradbury, chairman of the California District Attorneys 
Association Arson Task Force. 

Jacobson, who chains the Chamber’s Anti Crime Com¬ 
mittee, showed the press, public service radio and tele¬ 
vision announcements which will begin playing this month, 
explaining, “Our television and radio announcements are 
designed to make people angry about arson and encourage 
use of tlie toll-free arson hotline (1-8(X)-47ARSON) estab¬ 
lished by the California Arson. Prevention Committee. 
Through this 24-hour hotline, people can anonymously 
provide information leading to the arrest and conviction 
of arsonists.” 

The television announcements will be aired on 36 
major California stations while the radio spots can be 
heard on over 100 stations. 

John Van de Kamp and Phil Favro explained how the 
California District Attorneys Assoication and the State 
Fire Marshals office have engaged in a joint training 
program for arson investigators and prosecutors and both 
indicated that this will result in a substantial increase in 
coinvictions for arson under California’s tough .new 
arson law. 

Den.ikmejian .stated that, “Through the continued and 
combined efforts of private industry', governmental agen¬ 
cies and citizens, we can begin to understand and diminish 
arson. The ‘Arson Burns Everyone’ campaign is a suc¬ 
cessful showcase of such a joint effort.” 

'The Chamber’s arson program will run from August 
1980 to August 1981 and is supported by private contribu¬ 
tions. 

Inheritance and Gift Tax 

Californians may have an opportunity to choose be 
tween two inheritance and gift tax measures. 

The first, the David Miller initiative, has been gath¬ 
ering signaiures since January and, according to the secre¬ 
tary of states office, has filed 399,103 signatures with the 
various county clerks. In order to qualify for the ballot, 
the committee must have collected 346,119 valid signatures. 

The secretary of state’s office ordered the counties to 
conduct a random sample of the signatures collected to 
verify the percentage of valid signatures. The sample re¬ 
vealed a .high rate of valid signatures. If validity is be¬ 
tween 90 per cent and 110 per cent of the amount required, 
as it is in the Miller case, the county clerks and registrars 
are directed to examine every signature. The clerks and 
registrars are given 30 days to determine the total .number 
of qualified signatures. The Miller initiative is in this 
process now. 

A second initiative statute. Gift and Inheritance Taxess 
has been cale.ndared by the secretary of state. Proponent 
Assemblyman Don Rogers kicked off the petition signature 
gathering campaign on July 18. Rogers established a com¬ 
mittee campaign office in Bakersfield and calls his com¬ 
mittee INHERIT — The Initiative to Help Ensure the Right 
to Inherit without Tax. He has advised the Chamber that 
his efforts will not be influenced by the qualification 
of the Miller initiative. The Chamber Board of Directors 
voted to support the INHERIT initiative qualification cam¬ 
paign via the California Busness Political Action Commit¬ 
tee (CALBUSPAC)'. 

Hospital Cost Savings 

A bill spo.nsorcd by the Community Hospitals Task 
Force to shave over $4 millmn annually In health-related 
costs is making its way to the governor’s desk pending 
Senate and Assembly approval of conference report. SB 
908 (Presley) allows hospitals to “mothball” unused or 
excess beds for a reasonable period without the fear of 
losing them. Tlie bill abolishes an expensive health plan¬ 
ning rule requiring all hospital beds to be kept in a state 
of immediate readiness, i.e. the facility must be able to 
put all beds into full luse within 24 hours. Compliance to 
the rule is cheaper than losing a bed only to recapture 
it at some future date through a costly process. Regard 
less of accusations about past “bed stockpiling” prac¬ 
tice, today’s excessive bed capacity will undoubtedly be 
tomorrow’s shortage w’hen population Increase projections 
are considered.
